by the decision in the long protracted 
Barrie case, in which one of the hold- 
ers of juigments established the lia- 
bility of the United Railways. John- 
son also filed suits against individual 
stockholders of the Transit Cé, on 
the theory that they were not entitled 
to receive anything for their stock 
until claims against the company had 
been satisfied. 

Got' Transit Company Books. 

Johnson obtained, on a court order, 
possession of the books of the Transit 
company and found out the exact 
amount of stock each of the stockhold- 
ers had sutscribed for, and the amount 
that these stockholders had paid for it. 
The facts obtained from the books were 
introduced into the record as evidence. 
Johnson already has collected many 
of his claims against the Transit cormm- 
pany from the United Railways <o., 
having obtained a decision from the 
courts that the Railways company was 
liable for the debts of the Transit com- 


pany. 


Referee Bates held that the Railways' 


company and the individual stockhold- 
ers should be required to pay into the 
treasury of the Transit company a sum 
sufficient to pay all the claims of cred- 
itors. At the time the Transit com- 
pany transferred its assets to the Rail- 
ways company there were millions of 
dollars in personal injury judgments 
against it. Most of these claims have 
been settled for a few cents on the 
dollar. 

In buying the claims Johnson paid 
831-3 cents on the dollar to the judg- 
ment creditors, and then filed the se- 
ries of suits to collect the full amount 
cf the judgments. His creditors’ bil 
was filed six years ago, and his other 
suits were filed before that. 

Henry 8. Priest, who is genera] counsel 
for the United Railways Co., sold his 
stock before it was delivered to him, but 
Bates holds that he is, nevertheless, 
liable for the payment of the differ- 
ence between what was actually paid 
in and the par value of the stock. 

The firm of Francis, Bro. & Co., sub- 
scribed for large blocks of stock in its 
own name, intending to resell the stock 
to clients. Bates holds that this com- 
pany is liable for its own stock sub- 
scriptions, and that Francis, as the sen- 
ior member of the firm, is liable for the 
whole amount. 

‘ihe report will have to be passed 
upon by Judge Taylor before it will 
have the force of a court decision. Bates 
spent nearly three years in hearing tes- 
timony in the case, and preparing his 
report. Johnson was represented in the 
litigation by John A. Gilliam, who has 
conducted all of ‘his suits to hold the 
railways company liable for the debts 
of the Transit Co.

WASHINGTON, July 7.—It appears 

from a report submitted to the Ameri- 
can Government by United States Con- 
sul-Genera! Skinner at London, that the 
American cotton which Great Britain 
is seizing, and thereby keeping away 
from Germany, is not being used alto- 
gether in the United Kingdom, but has 
been and is being more or less secretly 
distributed among the British aliies, 
and also among the so-called neutrals, 
whose commerce Britain evidently seeks 
to control, to the exclusion of American 
influence. 

The Consul-General 
figures to prove his case. Thus, the to- 
tal imports of cotton, by Britain, in 
1915, have been 3,127,152 bales, as against 
1,136,620 bales in the same period in 1914, 
and 1,832,542 in the first five months of 
1913. 

Of these imports of cotton, which in- 
clude seized cotton, there have been 
2,602,203 bales from the United States 
in 1915, as against 1,687,498 bales in the 
same period of 1914 and 1.365,338 bales 
in the first five months of 1913. 

Re-Exportation Figures. 

Of the American cotton imported cr 
seized, Great Britain has re-exported 
since Jan 1, 1915, a total of 146,095 bales. 
There are no figures to show the des- 
tination of this re-exported Southern 
cotton as distinguished from the desti- 
nation of the general stock of re-ex- 
ported cotton from Egypt, Brazil and 
the East Indies.

today. 

Two of the three vessels menaced by 
bombs, it was learned, were the Brit- 
ish steamships Bankdale, which sailej 
from New York, May 7, for Havre, an4 
Lord Erne, which sailed April 2 for 
the same destination. 

The vessels in question reached Havre 
in May and on their arrival unexploded 
bombs were found concealed in the 
cargoes. 

In each case, it was said, the bombs 
had been placed aboard a vessel carry- 
ing automobiles and other supplies for 
the French army. 

An investigation, in which the United 
States secret service detectives of this 
city and the French Government had 
joined, it was said, had been begun. 

In at least one case the bomb consist- 
ed of two large iron cylinders, one of 
which containei acid and the other ex- 
plosives which would be set off when 
the acid should eat its way through the 
walls of the cylinder. The plot was frus- 
trated in each of the three cases, it was 
said, by the failure of the acid to pene- 
trate the iron and reach the explosive 
during the voyage across. 

The existence of a well-defined plot to 
destroy munitions of war, it was said, 
had been uncovered by the discovery of 
the three bombs. Announcement thai 
the bombs had been discovered was 
made by a steamship man of high 
standing in this city, who confirmed the 
story told today by H. C. Hill, a passen- 
ger of the steamer Espagne. 

Hill, who is European 
tive of an American 
company that has 
shipments of military automobiles 
to the allies, arrived here today 
on the Espange and said that a British 
ship, loaded here in May for Havre, 
with a cargo of automobiles and grain 
for the French army, was found to have 
two bombs on board when she reached 
her destination. Hill refused to give 
the name of the ship, saying that to do.

One of the bombs, consisting, Hill said, 
of two metal cylinders capped with wax, 
was discovered in one of the automobile 
cases and the other in a saci of grain 
One cylinder was filled with acid, the 
other with a highly inflammable cheir- 
ical. 

The bomb in the automobile case, Hill 
said, was evidently designed to be ex- 
ploded by the motion of'the ship causing 
the acid and the chemical to mix. An 
tnusually smooth passage probably re- 
sulted in the failure of the plot, he 
thought. One of the boards on the auto- 
bile case had been pried loose and the 
bomb inserted, possibly at the time the 
case was placed aboard the ship.

The amount of goods exported from 
Great Britain in the first five months 
of 1915 is $731,869,000, a decrease of $317,- 
278,000 when compared with the first five 
months of 1914, before the war began. 
The re-exports from Britain show a de- 
cline of $41,610,000 In the same period. 
The imports, however, have increased 
$173, 264,000. 

Two-thirds of this increase in imports 
represents food, drink and tobacco. The 
items of wheat, grain and flour alone 
amounted to $39,500,000 more than in.the 
same period in 1914, not counting other 
cereals. Cotton amounted to $13,322,000 
more, and wool to $12,062,000 more. 

The increases were in things urgently 
needed for provisioning and clothing 
the British army, and they were the 
very things which the British blockade 
has been excluding from Germany. The 
bulk of these supplies come from the

The dispatches tended to show that 
Germany is anxious to bring about a 
compromise on the question of her sub- 
marine campaign and there were indi- 
cations in official quarters that the 
proposals in their present form are not 
acceptable to the United States. 

Much encouragement is being drawn 
from the fact that a tentative draft 
of the note was submitted to the Amer- 
ican Ambassador. This, it was believed, 
indicated that if the preliminary draft 
was not satisfactory changes might be 
made, designed to meet the American 
point of view on submarine warfare.

Four Proposals Made by Germany. 

Those portions of the German note 
which were received here appeared to 
be prepared as the basis for a com- 
promise between the two governments 
on questions involved in the submarine 
warfare campaign. 


It is understood that Germany's note 
as forecast in yesterday’s extracts, will 
present these four proposals to the 
United States Government: 

A repetition of Germany's request 
that the President use his good offices 
with Great Britain for the purpose of 
inducing the allies to give up their 
present program of starving out thea 
German people. If Great Britain con- 
sents to give up this starvation pro- 
gram Germany will end the submarine 
warfare and thereby all questions at 
issue will be solved. 

If the United States will keep Amer- 
ican citizens off ships carrying contra- 
band, Germany will not attack vessels 
carrying American citizens. 

If Great Britain will disarm all mer- 
chant and freight vessels and will com- 
pel the masters of these vessels to heed 
the warning of German commanders, 
the vessels will not be fired upon or 
torpedoed until the crew and passen- 
gers are safely in the boats. 

American Inspection Proposed. 

The establishment of a system of cer- 
tification whereby the United States will 
inspect all vessels leaving American 
ports and will advise Germany which 
are subject to destruction as carriers of 
contraband and which are not subject 
to attack.

In the same note he stated: “If such 
a deplorable situation should arise (re- 
ferring to the destruction of an Amer- 
ican vessel and lives) the imperial Ger- 
man Government can readily appreciate 
that the Government of the United 
States would be constrained to hold the 
imperial German Government to a strict 
accountability for such acts of their 
naval authorities and to take any steps 
it might be necessary to safeguard 
American lives and American property 
and to secure to American citizens the 
full enjoyment of the rights on the 
high seas.”’ 

In the first Lusitania note of May 
13 the President took the position that 
it is the duty of naval commanders to 
protect the lives of passengers § and 
crews and that no circumstances can 
be used as an abridgement of the rights 
of noncombatants. He again said that 
the American Government ‘‘must hold 
the German Government to a strict ac- 
countability for any infringement of 
these rights, intentional or accidental,” 
and added: 

“Mantfestly submarines cannot be used 
against merchantmen, as the last few 
weeks have shown, without an inevit- 
able violation of many sacred principles 
of justice and humanity.”

SBULLIN THOUGHT 
TO HAVE ENDED LIF 
BECAUSE DISABLED 


Friends Say He Despaired Over 
Condition Caused by Loss { 
of Legs 17 Years Ago. 


RECENTLY WAS DIVORCED 


Nephew of Financier Used Gas, 
Acid and a Razor to Kill Him- 
self in Apartment. 


Friends today explained the self-in- 
flicted death of William R. Scullin, 34 
years old and a lawyer, who killed him- 
self last night in Paul Dillon’s apart- 
ment, 18 North Taylor avenue, as the 
result of despair over his disabled con- 
dition. Both his legs were cut off above 
the knee by a freight train on the 
Levee, 17 years ago, and he had feit 
the loss increasingly as he grew older. 
He was in the immense crowd gathered 
to see the gunboat Nashville when the 
train backed into him. 

His closest acquaintances did not be- 
lieve that the divorce lately obtained 
by Scullin’s wife was the cause of his 
act, but rather tnat the divorce an! 
the suicide were due to the same cause 
—his -continued despondency over his 
Physical condition. He was able to 
move about w'th. artificial legs an‘ 
canes, but this was slow and painful, 
and he often said he could not carry 
such a burden to old age. 

Scullin’s despondency, his _ friends 
knew, had caused him to drink heavily, 
and to gamble. Most of the $20,000 which 
he obtained as damages for the loss 
of his legs is said to have been lost by 
him at the card table. 

Scullin was the son of James Scullin 
of 1231 Hamilton avenue, formerly City 
Marshal, and tne nephew of John Scul- 
lin, millionaire steel manufacturer and 
railroad builder. He had been staying 
in Dillon’s apartment during the sum- 
mer absence of Dillon’s family. 

Dillon, returning to the apartment 
about 8:30 p. m., found the windows 
closed, and gas ecaping from several 
jets. Inside, he found Scullin’s body, 
with a carbolic acid bottle and a razor 
near. The contents of the bottle had 
been swallowed, and the razor had been 
used by Scullin in slashing his wrists. 

The accident which changed the cou:se 
of Scullin’s life occurred when he was 
a student. He recovered $20,000 from a 
railroad company for the loss of hie 
legs, and he studied law diligently, op- 
taining admission to the bar when he 
was 21. In 19% he sought the Demo- 
cratic nomiration for Congress in the 
Twelfth District, but was defeated by 
Colin M. Selph, now Postmaster. He 
was counsel for labor unions, and repre- 
sented these bodies in several strikes 
and in coirt procedure growing out of 
them. 

He was married in 1906 to Miss Jose- 
rhine Salorgne, and they had two chil- 
dren, Josephine, now 5 years old. and 
Richard, 4. His wifd sued for divorce 
last winter, chargin, desertion and non- 
support. She obtetme the decree in 
March, with the custaby ot the chil- 
dren, and lives with thom -\t 6561 Clem- 
ens avenue. 

Randolph Scullin, who was sta‘’ing 
with his brother at the Dillon apart- 
ment, said Willlam Scullin often spoke 
of the handicap placed on him by the 
loss of his legs, an? the pain of using 
artificial legs. Ha cic not mention his 
family matters, the brother said.

YOUNG GERMAN WANTS PARDON 
SO HE CAN JOIN FATHER IN ARMY 


Consul -t St. Louis Writes to Kansas 
Governor That Forger Would Leave 
America at Once. 


TOPEKA, Kan., July 7.—Frank Streit, 
a German citizen now serving a term in 
the Hutchinson Reformatory, wants a 
pardon so he can go home to fight for 
his country. He was sentenced last 
August, on a charge of forgery, to serve 
from one to five years. 

The German Consul at St. Louis has 
written to the Governor in his behalf, 
saying that the young man’s father is 
at the front and that if Streit should be 
iiberated he would leave America at 
vnee and join his father. 

At the office of Dr. Breitling, German 
Consul, it was stated that a letter had 
been received from Streit and that it 
had been referred to the Kansas Gov- 
ernor, for such action as he might see 
fit to take. Nothing is known at the 
consulate about the man or the circum- 
stances of his conviction.

Father Stepka Says Refusal Does 
Not Mean He Is Convinced 
of Man’s Guilt. 


DEFENDS DEATH PENALTY 


Priest Criticises Modern Jails 
With Marble Baths and 
Turkey Dinners. 


The Rev. Father Victor Stepka, pastor 
of St. Joseph’s Catholic Church at Clay- 
ton, who for weeks has been the spirit- 
ual adviser of William Sprouse, has re- 
fused to sign a petition asking that 
Sprouse’s death sentence bo commuted 
tu life imprisonment. Sprouse will be 
hanged at Clayton July 16, for wife 
murder, unless Gov. Major intervenes. 

The priest todav, when seen by a 
Fost-Dispatch reporter, said his refusal 
to sign a petition, presented to him by 
tormer State Senator B. L. Matthews, 
did not mean that he was assuming to 
pass upon thé guilt or innocence of the 
condemned man. 

“If Sprouse is innocent, he should be 
at liberty,’’ Father Stepka said. ‘If 
he is guilty, he should ge hanged.”’ 

Father Stepka said he believed in cap- 
ital punishment for two reasons: first, 
it is a State law and asa citizen he was 
bound to uphold the law; second, there 
vas the old Mosiac law, found in che 
Bible, which stated that if a man took 
a life. his life, in turn, should be taken. 

Doesn’t Believe in Serving- Turke;. 

“It is laughable to think of how our 
reformers are providing modern fails, 
with marble baths, fina recreation 
srounds and other comforts for crimi- 
nals, comforts which many law-abiding 
citizens do not hav:2,’’ Father Stepka 
said. “I do not believe in dungeons, 
but I don't believe in serving turkey 
and giving entertainments as a forn of 
punishment.” 

Every Tuesday Father Stepka visits 
the condemned prisoner at the Clayton 
jail. Yesterday, he said, Sprouse still 
maintained he was innocent. He said 
Sprouse insisted that he did not have 
an opportunity to present the testimony 

f Illinoisans, as he did not have funds 
to pay their expenses to come to Mis- 
sour! to testify at his trial. This, it is 
telieved, is one of the grounds upon 
which petitioners will ask Gov. Major 
to commute Sprouse’s sentence. 
Sprouse was convicted solely on circum- 
stantial evidence. 


1500 Have Signed Petition. 

The petitions have been signed by 1500 
persons, Mrs. Serge L. Halman of Webs- 
ter Groves, one of the leaders in the 
inovement in Sprouse’s behalf, hopes to 
have 2000 signatures before the petitions 
are sent to Gov. Major. 

Both Mrs. Halman and Paul Bakewell 
Sr., a lawyer, have called upon Father 
Stepka to learn what Sprouse has said 
about his innocence or guilt. The priest 
tcld them he could not disclose what 
Sprouse had told him in the confes- 
s:onal. Publicly Sprouse had maintained 
his innocense. 

Mrs. Halman does not believe in cap- 
ital punishment. 


“Society’s Cruel Revenge.” 

“It is soctety’s cruel revenge,’ she 
said. ‘‘It is the law that dips the finger 
in human blood to write in violation of 
the commandment, ‘Thou shalt not 
kill,” and it is that impious law which 
makes mankind lose its faith in hu- 
manity, when it strikes the culpable 
and causes one to doubt God when it 
smites: the innocent.”’

MOUNT VERNON, Ill., July 
Elisha Sprouse, 82 years old, dled a 
few days ago on a farm near Kell, 
in Marion County, after grieving over 
the fate of his favorite son, William 
Sprouse, who is under sentence to 
be hanged for wife murder at Clay- 
ton, Mo., July 16. He had been taken 
to the farm owned by his daughter, 
in the hope that he would forget his 
son’s troubles. 

The elder Sprouse, with his wife, 
attended the murder trial at Clayton 
and since has spent all his time dis- 
cussing the evidence and insisting 
his son was innocent. His other son, 
John, is serving a term in the Ches- 
ter penitentlary for dynamiting a 
house near Mount Vernon in an effort 
to kill his divorced wife.

If the all‘es have as yet made no real 
progress toward the capture of Constan- 
tinople, they have recalled Turkisn 
troops from the Caucasus and Egypt, 
and have shaken the Balkan fabric t) 
its foundation, and the slightest pros- 
pect of actual victory must inevitabiv 
enlist new allies and threaten not Tur- 
key, but Austria. It is well to recall, 
too, that th: Constantinople campaiga ‘s 
only a side issue for the allies, but for 
the Turk it is a matter of life and death, 
and for Austria it is almost as import- 
ant as the Galicia campaign. 


Too Much Was Expected of Italy. 
As to the Italian operations, preset 


disappointment of partisans of the allies 
rests chietl:: upon undue expectation. 
Austria hoids the gates to Northern 
Italy. She bas spent years and millions 
in fortifying them. Until these fortifi- 
cations, flanked by mighty “mountains 
and protected by Alpine torrents, are 
reduced, Italy can do little. Against 
them she rust throw her main forces, 
because unless these gates are taken shv 
has to fear an eventual German ertp- 
tion wholly similar to that which has 
just cleared Galicia. Venice, Verona, 
even Milan, the whole Po Valley, may 
be swept by a new drive if Italian effort 
does not block the Adiga gateway. 

On the other hand, the entrance of 
Italy has been the great factor In the 
war since the German drive to Paris 
broke down. More and more the pressure 
of a fresh million of men upon a new 
frontier w:ll demand German and Atts- 
trian attention. Ammunition, men, ar- 
tillery will be recalled from the Eas: 
and the West to defend the South. Six 
months from now the Italian influence 
will be felt appreciably, whether Italian 
forces are then fighting in Flanders or 
Carniolu. Again, Italy’s extrance puts 
the destiny of the Mediterannean into 
the hands of the allies. The prizes the 
gmaller nations of Eastern Europe ‘tong 
for are now within the gift of the anti- 
German alliance. To Rumania, Greece 
and Bulgeria only money can be given wy 
Germany end Austria, but to Greece anJl 
Bulgaria tue anti-German alliance can 
give portions of the Turk’s estate. 


Germany’s Two Hopes of Winning. 
It is well, then, in taking an account 


of stock at this time to avoid attach- 
ing too great importance to the incidents 
of the month or even the year. We shall 
do well to accept as the basis of all 
our computation the fact that German 
victory can only be achieved after one 
of two things happens—if Germany suc- 
ceeds in obtaining a complete decision 
over one of her foes, or if one or more 
of the nations allied against her grows 
weary or makes a separate peace. 
Twice Germany has sought a decision 
in the East. Both times she has failed 
The Russian military power has not 
Leen crushed or eliminated. Mer effortg 
at the Marne and in Flanders were 
equally unsuccessful. France was not 
disposed of, suffered Itncidenttal defeats 
mnd came back when German offense 
siackened and Germany had to turn 
cest. So we may expect Russia to come 
back if German effort 
Going back to the Civil War, it will 
be recalled that Lee twice sought a 
decision while Confederate prospects 
were atill favorable. Both times he 
penetrated into hostile soil, both times 
he won incidental successes. But he 
could not destroy the army of the 
Potomac at Antietam or at Gettysburg. 
and to win he had to destroy the army: 
al! occupation of territory else was 
of no avall. In 1814, in the campaign 
in France, Napoleon defeated the sev- 
eral invading armies one after another. 
But he failed to destroy them. When 
he turned from one to another the 
teaten army rallied and returned. 


Prospect for Continuance of War. 
As the last month of the first year 
opens, then, it is clear Germany has 
nowhere achieved a decision over any 
enemy, and nowhere seems to have a 
decision within her grasp. As for any 
evidence of weariness on the part of 
her foes, not even the Germans claim 
this, and the coming in of Italy shows 
what the Italian statesmen who risked

Napoleon and Frederick the Great 
both faced great coalitions’ possessing 
better armies and themselves superior 
Generals, but with resources and num- 
ber against them. Napoleon succumbed 
to the last coalition because he could 
not obtain a decision against one nor 
make terms with one. Frederick was 
saved in the hour of deadliest peril be- 
caused the death of a Russian sovereign 
removed Russia from the battle line of 
his foes. The South, in the Civil War, 
against great odds, won victories that 
prolonged the contest, but they could 
not win a decisive victory. Thus, in the 
end, numbers and resources told. In 
all three cases the lesson is the same. 
We Americans will also do well in 
judging German official and public opin- 
ion to remember that with some justice 
Germans believe that American ammu- 
nition is contributing to prevent the at- 
taining of the decision. Ultimately 
France, Great Britain and Russia will 
be able to distance Germany and Aus- 
tria in the production of ammunition. 
But thanks to her foresight, Germany 
had the advantage at the start, still 
retains it. By this advantage she 
plainly hoped to obtain a decision. But 
if American ammunition bridges the 
gap, keeps the allies supplied until they 
have mobilized their industry, then, in 
a sense, American ammunition has 
saved the allies. 

More than this, later, when Germany 
begins to feel the shortage of men, she 
will have to keep many thousands in 
the factories to make ammunition, 
while the American production will re- 
lease French and British, Russian and 
Italian soldiers to work in the trenches. 
Unquestionably, the Germans have cried 
out long in advance of real injury. The 
amount of American ammunition act- 
ually exported as yet amounts to noth- 
ing, but unless the export is prevented 
it may be a deciding factor a year or 
two hence, and Germany thinks in terms 
of the future.

Prosecution of 75 to 100 Cases 
Not Yet Ended, John S. 
Leahy Says. 


John S. Leahy, one of the principal 
attorneys in the receivership of the 
Internationa! Fire Assurance and the 
Continental Life Insurance companies, 
Promoted by Harry B. Gardner, gave 
reasons this morning why the five 
years of the receivership has not .seen 
a distribution of the assets among the 
stockholders. A motion for an order of 
court for the distribution has been 
filed and it has been disclosed that vari- 
ous attorneys, referees and commis- 
sioners have drawn $60,000 in fees. 
According to Leahy the assets include 
approximately $600,000 in notes and some 
$60,000 to $65,000 In cash. The notes for 
the most part were given with cash 
in subscriptions for stock.

said, in settling the affairs of the twin 
companies has prosecuted between i165 
and 10 lawsuits, some of which are 
pending.

NORTHERN FRANCE, June 14.— 
So far as the actual operations are 
concerned, war holds no place for the 
elderly man. More than ever, per- 
haps, actual fighting is the business 
of youth. A British officer, slightly 


wounded and returning to the line, 
was talking on that subject the other 
day. 

“I am 386,” he said, “and I have al- 
ways exercised and tried to keep my- 
self fit. But I know I'm not standing 
it as I would have five or 10 years 
ago, say. The strain and the hard- 
ship in the trenches tell on a man, 
and his weakest point goes bad. it 
was digestion, in my case. Even be- 
fore I was hit there were several days 
in which I was not of much use to 
the army. Then there is rheumatism. 
which begins to get almost all the 
men who are subject to it between 
36 and 40. They’ve raised the age 
limit for line troops to 40. In my 
opinion they will get little use out 
of the extra men they enlist by that 
method. Fighting age is the athletic 
age.” 

It happens that not all of war is the 
fighting in the trenches. There is work, 
stiff work, to do behind the lines in 
supplying those hordes which make up 
modern armies, in providing them with 
munitions, in getting out the wounded. 
That is work for intelligence as well as 
muscle; that is work which an earnest 
middle-aged man may do without en- 
dangering a company or a batallion by 
his physical stiffness due to advancing 
years, and that is where the middle- 
aged men, among the world wanderers, 
the lost legions of England, come ‘in. 
Which is one reason why this British 
base, so far behind the line that we can 
hear the cannon only when the wind is 
very favorable, has become one of the 
most interesting places in all Europe. 

World Wanderers. 

Those wandering Englishmen of the 
upper class—one who lives on the out- 
skirts of the world need not travel far 
to know the type. We had them by the 
hundreds on the range in the Western 
States in the old days when cow punch- 
ing was really cow punching. They were 
in the Klondike with the earliest rush. 
They were among the first who ever 
broke into the unknown country about 
the headwaters of the Amazon. They 
ride the bush in Australia and the veldt 
in South Africa. And when the war 
broke they came with one accord to the 
defense of England and the greater ad- 
venture under the guns. In the early 
days of the war I met them on all my 
ocean crossings hurrying home in the 
hope of a commission, but ready, if the 
commission failed, to shoulder a musket 
with the ‘‘Duke’s sons, cook’s sons,” 
who make up the rank and file of the 
new British armies. 

At least the younger ones. There were 
those grown stiff in the legs and griz- 
zied in the hair to whom none would 
give a commission or a musket. Yet 
they couldn’t keep out of it, of course. 
One by one the men of this class found 
work, according to their capabilities and 
training, in these activities which have 
to do with supplying and feeding and 
renewing an army. They put on the 
khaki, and without fuss or parade they 
buckled down to a routine of hard work 
which would tax the powers of any man 
of their years. 

It fian’t etiquette to mention names, 
and, besides, the censor doesn’t per- 
mit; but there is one whom I shall cal! 
Smith-Jones. He happens to be very 
rich, and yachting is his hobby. His 
yachting is practical; he loves to take 
the tiller himself. And he has raceil 
and cruised in all the seven seas. He 
knows New York harbor as well as he 
knows Southampton, and the New York 
Yacht Club as well as the Royal Yacht 
Club. His permanent or impermanent 
home is a chateau in France, now be- 
come a hospital, and he talks perfect 
French, which adds a premium to the 
service# of any Britis. officer in this 
war. ; 
It happens that he has spent most of 
his working life in the business of rail- 
roads—his is a great ‘‘transportation’’ 
‘family. So now he wears khaki with 
the three stars on the sleeve which des- 
ignates him as a captain, and he is 
helping to keep that network of rail- 
roads which run between base and line 
from tangling and stopping. 
Brown-Robinson and the Initials. 
Then there is Brown-Robinson. He is 
perhaps 55. He is quite stout also, in 
spite of an active life, and inclines tuo 
baldness. Brown-Robinson ought to be 
Irish, what with his wit, but he is, as a 
matter of fact, blue-blooded English. 
When the war came he was somewhere 
in South America, where he was prob- 
cbly preparing to mingle in another rev- 
olution. There is no age limit in South 
American troubles. 

Now he is a T. C. O., which means 
transport commanding officer. As such 
he has charge, supreme charge, of a 
train. He may be gone four or five days 
toward the line, during which he works 
his brain like a Wall street broker and 
his body like a longshoreman, and sleeps 
in what the army calls a ‘flea bag.’ 
There follow two or three days during

Blind Example of Courage. 

Kinally, there is the most nobly pa- 
thetic case of all. When I first saw him 
he came suddenly into sight from a door- 
way, clad in full Highland uniform, 
even to the sporran at the belt. I re 
inember catching my breath—he was 
such an extraordinary figure of a man. 
He stood a full six feet two, and it was 
Six feet two of muscle and sinew at that. 
He was broad-chested and yet lithe, 
with that athletic litheness of your fit 
Englishman. He had a fine face, strong 
and clean-cut and spiritually clean, too. 
And over it all was that kind light 
which comes into human faces only from 
affliction nobly borne. 

For both eyelids were closed—sunk 
down into the eye sockets. He was 
stone blind. 

They told me about him later. As a 
Captain,in the Boer war, he won the 
Victoria Cross, but during that feat of 
arms he’ took a rifle bullet straight 
through the temples. It cut both optic 
nerves. But he has gone ahead with his 
life. When the war broke he asked for 
something to do. He had learned to run 
the typewriter by the touch system, and 
so they put him to writing letters for 
the wounded. 

“Though that isn’t his main use,” said 
the great surgeon who told me about

CHICAGO, July 7.—“Get a million new 
members and $1,000,000 for missions,’’ is 
the slogan of the twenty-seventh Inter- 
national Christian Endeavor conywention 
which opened here today. 

The call for millions was the theme cf 
an address which was to have been read 
by the Rev. Francis E. Clark, president 
and founde: of the society. He was un- 
able to be present, however, because of 
illness. 

Delegates were urged to enroll a mil- 
lion new members, a million signers to 
a peace petition and a million pledges 
to make the country a saloonless nation 
by 1920. 

Selection of the next convention city 
and election of officers was the chief 
business before the delegates today. 

‘Christian Endeavor is stronger today 
than ever before in its history,” said 
Lehman. “China is facing the greatest 
epiritual awakening she has ever known. 
In India, Korea, Africa; in every mis- 
sion field, we find that there is a new 
and growing interest in religion. Africa 
has the largest Christian Endeavor So- 
ciety in the world.”’ 

Daniel A. Poling, superintendent of the 
Temperance and Citizenship Department 
of the society, said in the course of his 
report to the trustees: 

‘We are fully persuaded that the At- 
lantic City resolution, ‘a saloonless na- 
tion by 1920,’ now the unanimously 
adopted fighting slogan of the temper- 
ance forces, will become a fact of his- 
tory.

For it is with the aid of German pris- 
oners that French soil is being prepared 
for the harvest. Thousands upon thou- 
sands of them, all through the country, 
are helping to make up the deficit in 
agricultural labor caused by the ab- 
sence of hundreds of thousands of 
French farmers and their employes. 

Of course the prisoners of war are not 
sufficiently numerous—just how numer- 
ous they are is a very closely guarded 
military secret—to fill the places ‘eft 
vacant on the farms. Besides their la- 
bor, there are the women and children, 
the workers at industries wnich have 
been closed down by the war, and a 
goodly cohort of soldiers of the terri- 
torial and reserve of territorial forces 
granted leave for vaying peiods so that, 
they may till their fields. 


Women Accustomed to Work, 
If the farmers of the United States 


were called to the colors as the French 
have been, American agriculture woald 
suffer far more severely than that of 
France, because women and children 
always have been accustomed to work 
on the land in France. A French farm- 
er’s wife and daughters wouldn’t wun- 
derstand their American sisters’ min- 
ner of living. To them it would appear 
aristocratic luxury. 

Permission to territorials and reserve 
territorials—men whose duties do not 
take them into the firing line—to return 
to their homes, if these be in country 
districts, was authorized by the Minis- 
ter of War a few days ago. The aver- 
age leave that may be obtained is 15 
days, but in special cases a longer pe- 
riod is granted. 

The corvalescent wounded also may 
help in the fields if they so desire, and 
such is the inherent industry of the 
Frenchmen that these war victiins, 
without being asked to do it, are vol- 


qjunteering for this purpose all over the 


country. Just outside Tours I saw a 
soldier with a brand-new wooden leg 
hoeing a potato patch. He told me his 
leg had been amputated two morths be- 
fore and that he had had to remain ‘dle 
for quite a while because of the diffi- 
culty oO; 4 Mom a wooden leg. 


Finished as Soldier : 
“Of course I’m finished as a soldier,"’ 


he remarked cherfullyy, “but I can still 
get along very well among my pota- 
toes.’ 

While there is no re uler system of 
vacations for the troops in the trencnes, 
leave is occasionally given a man who 
has done particularly good work. For 
instance, if one is mentioned in the or- 
der of the day, one has a good chance 
of getting half a month’s holiday. 

Farmer-soldiers almost invariably de- 
vote a reward of this kind to laboring 
on their land. Being pre-eminently a 
country of small holdings, France is 
full of peasants who take the keenest 
personal interest in their own acres. 
Their sense of proprietorship is such 
that in some instances they have re- 
fused to permit German prisoners to 
work their soil in their absence, on 
the ground that the mere presence of 
the Boches might prove a baneful influ- 
ence. I was assured by the officer un- 
der whose guidance I inspected the 
prison camp in Tours that this feeling 
was general even among those who 
asked for prisoner labor. 


Well Supplied With Grain. 
The most important agricultura] move 


recently undertaken by the French 
Government undoubtedly is the seizure 
of grain. Superficially this act would 
seem to duplicate that decreed in Ger- 
many last February, but in reality it 
is wholly different. While the 1914 
crop was excellent, the loss due to the 
invasion of 10 departments in the north 
and the difficulties of harvesting created 
a total shortage of wheat of about 
970,000 tons. : 

All but 20,000 tons of this was made 
up by importations, the United States 
treaking all records in furntshing 500,000 
tons. The customs duties on wheat, 
flour, bread, oats, barley in grain, beans 
and-lentils were suppressed in the first 
weeks of the war, and as the Argentine 
Government long ago removed its em- 
bargo on the exportation of wheat, 
irance is taking advantage of the bump- 
ead Argentine crop. The imports of flour 
alone jumped up 14-fold in the first six 
months of war—from 6000 tons for the 
same period in 1913 to 88,000. Of this 
amount 23,000 tons came from the United 
States. 

Thus, the French seigure of grain ts 
not directed against economic disaster 
or starvation as that of Germany is. It 
is rather financial in character, being 
designed to prevent speculation, regulate 
distribution and, consequently, prevent a 
rise in the price of bread. 

In conversation with M. Le Bour- 
don, Prefect of the Indre-et-Loire De- 
partment, of which Tours is the capital. 
» learned that in the firat four months 
of this year France actually exportec 
£9,000 tons of wheat as against 80 tons 
in 1914. The explanation is that Switzer. 
land had to call on France for wheat 
and the French supply was sufficient t. 
respond to the call. 

Without this aid, of which the genera! 
public is quite unaware, Switzerlard 
would have faced a most critical short 
age of food. The imports of wheat from 
the United States to France in the same 
period were about 400,000 tons, as arzainsr 
ubout 60,000 tons in the same period in 
1914. This 400,000 is in addition to the 
half a million tons brought in during the 
last half of 1914.

tura] authorities, viz.: What effect 
the possible entry of the United States 
into the war would have upon the wheat 
situation in France. His reply tallied 
with that of my other informants. I* 
was, that the effect would not be great, 
beeause the store of wheat on hand is 
ample and the approaching harvest 
promises to be a good one. 


Crop Area Not Much Reduced. 
There are no accurate statistics as 


to whether or how much the area of 
production will be reduced this 
summer, but certainly the reduction 
will not be great. Scanning the fields 
from the windows of a train or close 
at hand, one finds few evidences of 
any falling off either in the number 
of acres under cultivation or the ef- 
ficiency of the work done. 

_Apart from the absence of young 
men, particularly marked in small com- 
munities, a characteristic French vil- 
lage would seem to have altered very 
little in 10 months of war. The roads 
may not be quite so good, although they 
are not by any means being permitted 
to go to rack and ruin, and there will be 
less activity in the trading on the mar- 
ket place. Housewives will purchase 
meat sparingly, and a good pullet will 
be a rare sight. The increased cost of 
chicken, curiously enough, is due to la- 
bor shortage rather than fowl scarcity. 
Raising chickens requires too much in- 
dividuality to make it much of a war- 
time industry. 

Vineyards to Yield Well. 

The vineyards of France, equally im- 
portant with her grain, will yield as 
much as ever, but the difficulty will be 
in disposing of the vintage at a profit. 
That is the way the situation in the 
wine trade was summed up for me at 
Bordea'x by M. Daniel Guestier, presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce in 
that city and one of the biggest wine 
merchants in the world. He also ex- 
pressed the opinion that the vintage of 
1914, which with stocks on hand totaled 
1,600,000, 000 gallons—500,000,000 gallons 
above that of 1913—will in turn be ex- 
ceeded oy that of 1915. 

‘‘While our rate of production remains 
normal, our sales are only about 580 per 
cent normal,’’ M. Guestier observed. 
“There was trouble at first in finding 
enough sulphur for the vines and fer- 
tilizer, but this has been overcome and 
so have labor obstacles. We have im- 
rorted a great deal of good labor from 
Moroceo. Then, the people’s give-and- 
take spirit is marvelous. If I have two 
horses and temporarily need four, I bor- 
row two from my neighbor, and when 
he is short I repay by lending him mine. 
Thus, we get along quite well, so far 
as harvesting is concerned.

But in any case there’s a practice 
prevailing in baseball that is entire- 
ly un-American, becnuse it involves 
the presumption that a man is guilty 
before he has a hearing. It goes fur- 
ther and imposes sentence on the al- 
leged offender before he opens his 

head in explanation. 

The complaint of an 
league president of certain acts on 
the part of a’ baseball player will 
result in suspension by the league 
officials without a hearing being 
granted the alleged offender. 

This makes the umpire right in all 
cases and admits of no defense by 
the ballplaver. 

From what we know of umpires— 
but there. Let it go at that. It is 
enough that no man ought to be set 
down financially or otherwise with- 
out having a sayso. 

“Suspension pending investiza- 
tion” is still a suspension, It is 
unjust to club and player alike. 
The Players’ Fraternity has 
sought to have this condition 
modified without result. That it 
is wrong doesn’t take the optical 
equipment of Cerberus to detect.

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REHUMANIZING WAR. 

Germany’s effort to find out what terms would 
satisfy the President before formulating her re- 
ply to his submarine warfare protest is a good 
indication, but it should not be necessary. 

Germany knows what we want and what we, 
with other neutrals, are entitled to. She should 
answer the President’s note with a frank avowal 
of wrong-doing and an unqualified admission of 
ovr rights and of her legal obligations. She 
should assure Washington that American rights, 
international Jaw and the rules of humanity will 
be observed. Nevertheless, the effort to satisfy 
the President is proof of an amended disposition 
and a corrected standpoint on the part of the 
German Government. Germany sees the force of 
the President’s statement and feels the effect of 
that moral judgment, that awakened world opin- 
ion, which the Wilson notes expressed and crys- 
tallized. The Kaiser and his advisers have found 
that they cannot treat the rights of neutrals and 
the obligations of humanity with defiance or in- 
difference.

Men, for instance, like Dr. von 
Behring, discoverer of diphtheria antitoxin; Dr.

Olberg, chief surgeon to Kaiser’ Wilhelm; Prof. 
Metchnikoff, Sir William Osler and others. 

Proponents say: “Those having the authority 
to continue war or conclude terms of peace trust 
their lives to their physicians; why not, then, 
place the lives of those in the field in the hands 
of a body of men whose professional learning and 
scientific achievements have fitted them to deal 
with the problem of life saving?’ and so on.

Germany’s efforts to 
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SHOOT WHEN YOU’RE READY. 
A Chicago newspaper man wonders where are 


the “one million citizens accustomed to arms,” re- 
ferred to by a statesman as material for a first 
line of defense in case of invasion. He says that 
he went into every department and _ sporting 
goods store in the city and found that it was im- 
possible to buy a new-model United States army 
rifle. He asks what sort of arms our citizens 
who know anything about arms are accustomed 
to, and finds that they are either shotguns or the 
toy rifles used in shooting galleries. He play- 
fully suggests that if we should go out against a 
real enemy with such arms and happen to hit a 
soldier, “if he found it out he would be angry and 
take our canes away from us and slap us on our 
wrist watches.” 

Some time ago. it was announced that Congress 
had by law authorized the War Department to 
issue rifles to volunteer rifle clubs, at the ratio 
or one rifle to every five members of the club. 
Forty rounds of ball cartridges go with each rifle, 
and 120 rounds will be given to every man each 
year. There are already some 200 clubs of adults, 
with a membership of over 9000, besides 45 college 
and university clubs, with over 2500 members, 
and an enrolimnt of about 4000 boys in 90 school 
clubs. 

All you have to do is to organize a club and 
get your one-fifth share in an old-style army 
rifle. Then, when the other four men who share 
the rifle are not shooting, if any ammunition is 
left, you may put your gun to your shoulder and 
fire away.

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A CROSS-STATE HIGHWAY. 

The meeting next Friday in Kansas City to pro- 
mote the improvement of the Old Trails road 
across the State interests all Missourians. Of 
course, it will immediately benefit only the peo- 
ple of the cities and counties it will serve as a 
highway, but the construction of one good road 
from the eastern to the western border will stim- 
ulate road building throughout the State. 

The Old Trails road confects St. Louis and 
Kansas City. It passes through some of the best 
counties in the State, including St. Louis, St. 
Charles, Warren, Montgomery, Callaway, Boone, 
Cooper, Saline, Lafayette and Jackson. Improved 
with a hard surface, it will be a great artery of 
traffic across the State, which in time will be 
connected with many brahch feeders. 

The people of the cities and counties through 
which the road passes are deeply interested in the 
propect and should co-operate heartily in carry- 
ing it to completion. About one-half of the road 
is improved with macadam, so that the undertak- 
ing is not very great. Each county can well af- 
ford to contribute its full share. It will pay. 

Good roads, particularly through highways, are 
vital factors in progress and prosperity. They 
open the way to markets or to steam and trolley 
roads which reach markets. The usefulness of 
steam and trolley lines is greatly curtailed with- 
out good roads as feeders. The opening of im- 
proved cross roads will follow the opening of 
great highways and thus all the peopke .of the 
State will be served. 

Until the Government undertakes the construc- 
tion and maintenance of national highways, the 
states must build and maintain interstate roads. 
The Old Trails road is a section of a national 
highway planned to cross the continent. Parts 
of it are now completed in Maryland, Virginia, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio and Indiana. 

Vigorous co-operative work on the part of the 
people on the line of the road will soon assure 
the completion of the Missouri section. 
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HUERTA HUIMPERS.

SPIES WITH AMERICAN PASSPORTS. 
The trial in London of Robert Rosenthal as 
a naval spy deserves the close attention of the 
United States Government. When arrested he 
had in his possession an American passport, said 
to have been issued by the American Embassy 
in Berlin. 

Several German spies have been caught in En- 
gland who held forged and fraudulent American 
passports. The practice of using this means of 
protection for spies seems to be recognized in 
certain quarters in Germany. Rosenthal is re- 
ported to have confessed that a Captain in the 
German Admiralty office has a full equipment 
for manufacturing American passports. 

After repeated instances of this kind, it is time 
that the Washington authorities take definite 
action. The treacherous use of American pass- 
ports for purposes of espionage is an attack upon 
the rights of American citizens. If there is evi- 
dence that the German Government or any of its 
agents has resorted to this expedient, it should 
be called on to make an immediate explanation. 
Washington cannot be indifferent to the facts. 
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‘‘TEMPERAMENT’’ AND DIPLOMAOY. 
Senator Phelan says that the trouble with James 
Mark Sullivan, our Envoy Extraordinary and Min- 
ister Plenipotentiary to Dominica, is tempera- 


mental. 
From the Minister’s name and the pictures of 


him printed in the press, it may be judged that 
the diagnosis is correct. But then our foreign 
service has often been long on temperament. One 
would think that Dominica was just the place for 
a Minister with temperament, but you never can 
tell. 

Brand Whitlock is supposed to be a man with 
considerable temperament, and it seems to be 
just the right thing in the right place for a coun- 
iry overrun by Germans and for securing proper 
respect. On the whole, however, it is something 
to be mixed most sparingly with diplomacy. 

If it was not temperament that plucked Harry 
Lane Wilson from Mexico City and a distinguished 
career in the use of language for the concealment 
of thought, what was it? The collective stock of 
temperament possessed by the Bellamy Storers 
has gone into the record with the “Dear Maria” 
correspondence. Some have wondered what it 
was that ailed our George Fred Williams when 
he presented his credentials as Minister to the 
King of Greece and started up the peninsula to 
the hinterland to begin the instant organization 
of the United States of Europe. It was tempera- 
ment, of course-—temperament in excess, super- 
fluity, overplus. 

Temperament is a liability that has overbal- 
anced assets in the case of men even higher up 
in our foreign service. It is suspected of having

OUR OWN WAR EXPERT. 

HE allies continue to gain slowly in the Dar- 
fe danelles, their rate of progress appearing to 
be about ten feet per day. At this rate they 

will take Constantinople in about forty years, which 
is probably as soon as they will take it. Every mili- 
tary expert who has ever seen the Dardanelles has 
been impressed by their impregnability, and they are 
justifying anything that has ever been said for them.

The Turks are enh- 
trenched, and they are not to be dislodged until they 
run out of supplies. In spite of the frequency with 
which Turkey has gone to war in late years, there 
are still a great many Turks. The allies encounter 
them in almost overwhelming numbers whenever ad- 
vance is attempted. The fleet is doing about as 
well under Mr. Balfour as it did under Mr. Churchill. 

The war on the Russian border is the same moving 
spectacle it has been for weeks, with the Russians 
moving not quite as lively. The Germans seem 
unable to resist the temptation to chase them, 
though military men everywhere doubt the wisdom 
of it, and it is our own opinion that when they coine 
back the Russians will be hot on their heels. The 
temptation to keep it up when you find someone you 
can whip is going to be the undoing of someone in 
this war before we have peace. It has almost 
wrecked the Russian army, which found it could 
whip the Austrians and ventured too far from its own 
ammunition factories; and now the Germans are do- 
ing the same thing. They think it will result in 
Russia being crushed beyond any danger of a re- 
bound, but Napoleon thought the same thing. It re- 
mains to be seen if Mackensen has anything under 
his hat that the little Corsican hadn’t. Don’t let our 
own opinion, which is merely personal, affect your 
judgment, but we are betting he hasn't. 

In France and Belgium the war is a draw. The 
combatants think not, but it is. There are coigns of 
vantage on that front which change as regularly as 
the ball does in a football game. Now the allies 
have it—now the Germans. Now the allies take 
it back; now the Germans capture it again. We are 
told by some of the British that the turning point in 
the war is taking place, but we can’t see it. It looks 
to us every day like the same old seven and six. The 
chemistry of the one side or the other seems superior 
at times, but it is all even in the course of time. 
They are all winning—they are all losing. They are 
all even. Unless we are mistaken, the turning point 
in the war will come somewhere else. Probably it 
will come when the Russians turn.

Pork Steak—Better from the ribs. 
Trim off some of the fat, beat 1 egg, 
roll some crackers into crumbs, salt 
and pepper the pork steak, dip in the 
beaten egg and then roll in the cracker 
crumbs. Fry out some of the fat in the 
spider and fry the pork brown on both 
sides, then add hot water, about 1 
cup, and simmer slowly about 1 hour. 
If water boils away add more. A little 
flavor. 

Rice Pudding. Two eggs, 1 tea- 
spoon cinnamon, 1 cup boiled rice, smal] 
piece butter, 1% cups milk, 3 teaspoon- 
fuls\ sugar, pinch salt. Heat milk hot. 
Siir in beaten yolks of sss, sugar, cin- 
numon, salt and butter. Let this thicken 
a bit and stir in rice. Take from fire 
and cool. Stir in beaten whites and 
let brown for a moment in oven. 


Chocolate Cake. Melt 1 square of 
chocolate and 1 tablespoon butter to- 
gether. While this is melting cream 1 
cup of sugar and yolk of 1 egg, add the 
melted butter and chocolate, then 1 cup 
of thick sour milk in which 1 teaspoon 
of soda has been dissolved, 1% cups 
flour, flavor with vanilla. Use the egz 
white for frosting. 

Graham Bread—One pint sour 
milk, 1 teaspoon soda, 2 teaspoons of 
shortening, % cup sugar, 8 cups gra- 
ham flour, 1 cup bread flour, 1 teaspoon 
baking powder; sift in and mix all 
thoroughly.

The American Trolley Car. 


N 1847, in a Connecticut newspaper, 
| the following appeared: 

“The Pittsburg Journal has exam- 
ined an invention made by Mr. Lilly of 
that city in connection with Dr. Colton. 
which seems to challenge attention, not 
only for the ingenuity which it displays. 
but the useful results which it promises 
The machine is a small locomotive, an 
is placed upon a circular railroad, 
around which it is driven by electricity. 

‘The power is applied, not fo the loco- 
motive, but to the track, and herein econ- 
sists the novelty of the invention or dis- 
covery. Two currents of electricity, 
negative and positive, are applied to the 
rails, and from these communicate with 
the engine. The latter is provided with 
two magnets, which, by a process of 
alternate attraction and repulsion, drive 
the car over the track. 

“‘A piece of lead was placed on the lo 
comotive, making in all a weight of 
about 10 pounds, and on the application 
of the battery, the machine moved with 
astonishing rapidity up a plane inclined 
about five degrees. Heretofore the pro- 
pelling power has been used on the car 
itself—in this instance, however, the 
power is placed in the rails, and an en- 
gineer might remain in one town, and 
with his battery send a locomotive anc 


train to any distance required.”

In their letter dated January 20, 1915, to the stockholders of The Missouri Pacific Railway Company, the Proxy Com- 
mittee, consisting of Messrs. Alexander J. Hemphill, Otto H. Kahn, Seward Prosser, James N, Wallace and Robert Winsor, 
by whose votes the present Board of Directors were elected, recommended a program which contemplated the extension for one 
year of the $24,845 doo of Six Per Cent. Notes maturing June 1, 1915, and thereafter the submission to the security holdérs of 
a plan for the readjustment of the finaticial structure of the Company, to be carried out by voluntary action, if practicable. 

Pursuant to this pregram, the Board of Directors invited the holders of the above mentioned Notes to extend them for 
one year. This offer has met with a highly cooky response. Notwithstanding the inaccessibility of a considerable amount 
of the Notes held in Europe, more than $23,400,000 face value thereof (94% of the total outstanding issue) have joined in the 
extension. Accordingly, unless there shéyld be unexpected litigation holders of unextended Notes, the first and most 
pressing step in the program may be considered as having been accomplished. 

The Directors therefore new address themselves te the second problem, which urgently and imperatively calls for solu- 
tien, name! the readjustment ef the financial structure of the Company, and to that end t ey have invited the co-operation 
of Messrs. Kuhn, Loch & Co. and of the Committees representing bonds and stock. 


II 


The Missouri Pacific System, including the lines of the St. Louis, Iren Mountain and Seuthern Rail Comeany,* 
comprises 7,009 miles of r#ilroad (excluding about 274 miles leased or operated under trackage contracts) adeatrats raat 9 
geographically and strategically in a territory which ig one of the richest and mest fertile in the United States. The property 
is in good physical condition and its management under President Bush is efficient and popular. 

The capitalization of the System, based en securities outstanding in the hands of the public, is at the comparative! 
low rate of ATL per mile, but of that capitalization $40,245 (about 77%) per mile is in fixed interest bearing ebligetions aan 
only $11,825 (about 23%) in stock. 

For the year ended June 30, 1915, notwithstanding the oy 4 of retrenchment which was pursued, the earnings of the 
System (last two months partly estimated) fell short of its total charges by approximately a million and a quarter dollars.

In its present position the Missouri Pacific System has no means of raising the money needed to meet these obliga- 

tions, while existing mortgage provisions forbid the extension of maturing bonds. Its free collateral is practically exhausted. 

ts eredit is so impaired that the market price of its Four Per Cent. Gold Lean Bonds and of its Five Per Cent. Refunding 

onds has fallen to about 40%, and even its bonds secured by underlying liens and maturing: in 1917 are selling on an interest 

basis of about 11%. Under these circumstances it would be impossible to raise capital by the sale of bonds, apart from the fact 

that it weuld be pursuing a fondementally unsound financial policy toe further accentuate the enleting tion between 
capital stock and funded debt.

Prominent among the causes to which the present plight of the Company is due, are unremunerative freight and pas- 
senger rates, both loca! and interstate, from which the Company has thus far been unable te obtain material relief: heavy 
increases in taxation and wages, and many burdensome requirements imposed by public authorities; and large investments in 
the securities of other railroad soutpantes which, althou n they may have been justified at the time they were made, have since 
became unproductive. The amount invested in such securitics aggregates about $40,000,000 and entails heavy interest charges 
with no counterbalancing income frem $ er interest,

Under these circumstances a readjustment is essential in the interest of the seeurity holders of all classes. 
of Directors, in co-operetian with Messrs. Kuhn, Loe Co. and the several Committees respectively representing 
Cent. Geld Loan Bonds, Five Per Cent. Refunding Bonds and Steck, have adopted the Plan of Readiystment new submitted. 
It is urgently hoped and advised_that the Plan be promptly carried out by the veluntary action the rity holders con- 
eerned. Failing this, the foreclosure of mortga and « compennry reorgenization, involving, as it necessarily must, serious 
expense, delays and complications, cannot possibly be avoided,

The terms of exchange offered te various bonds maturing within the next few years and te bonds secured sectiona) 
liens, are the result of careful study. Although the security for certgin issues of these bonds eonsists of lines which are ol 
strategic importance to the System, yet several of these lines fail to earn fixed charges and would be still less remunerative 
if they had to depend upon their own earning power as independent lines, with the increased expense and other ye 
of separate administration. Moreover, if the present to raise the funds required far the System es @ whole should ° 
the separate enforcement of the sectional mortgages would necessarily impose upon the holders of the bonds secured thereby 
the burden of providing the moneys required for these disjointed lines,—a burden lik to be increased by the delays ond 
complications incident to foreclosure proceedings and by the physical deterioration to which the properties would in the mean- 
time be exposed. The stockholders cannot be ex ed te provide the large amount of new money required fer present pur- 
poses unless provision is made in the Plan to take care of the obligations maturing in the near future, so as to afford reason- 
able assurance that the Company will be free from serious fimancia!l problems and thus protected against the risk of having te 
meet large cash requirements at an unfavorable time. It is believed that the Plan of Readjustment takes fell and fair account 
of the respective equities of the various bond issues, and that by consenting to the e & proposed the holders of such 
bonds will fare materially better than they possibly could by the enforcement of their respective liens.

The principal advantages which will result frem the groposed readjustment, and which should more than compensate the 
security heldere for the changes in position which the Plan invelves, are the following: 

(a) Provision of new money, the payment or Nn of the obligations maturing during the next few years, and the 
consolidation into large issues of various minor bend issues. These minor bend issues have at present but a limited mee, 
which affects their saleability and, as a consequence, tends to injure the credit of the Company, whereas the new issues shou 
command a ready and active market. | 

(6) Fixed charges so reduced as to come well within the earnings ef the System even under the adverse conditions 
prevailing during,ythe past two years. 

(c) Reduction in the amount of fixed interest bearing securities by ever $60,000,000.

There is every reason to hope that with the prompt co-operation of the security holders the seadjustment can be seeom- 
plished in a comparatively short time. The property is in good physical condition. The present management has gone far in 
regaining for the Company the goodwill of the public im its territory. The System is not burdened with unprofitable leases 
and no levee sum is required in the near future for rehabilitation or the acquisition of additional property. 

With its financial structure suitably readjusted and its credit re-established and with the progress towards the resteration 
af reasonable rates, which may now fairly be expected, the Missouri Pacific System should be in « gpa oe te meet the 
demands of the rapidly growing territery which it serves and, in norma! times, earn a fair return upon securities previded 
for in the Plan of Readjustment. 

The gratifying recognition, which is becoming more and more general, that the interests of the public and of the rail- 
roads are identical and that both are benefited by socsprocatty. fair treatment, justifies the hope that in the task of : 
and re-vitalizing the Missouri Pacific System the Board of Directors and the Readjustment Managers may count 
support of the communities it serves and upon the co-operation of the public authorities at Washington and in the various States 
in which its lines are located. 

Holders of the various securities dealt with in the Plan are earnestly urged to deposit their holdings subject te the 
Plan and Agreement with the respective depositaries and sub-depositaries.
